The Australian Statistician, Dennis Trewin, said today that he was pleased to see such support 
for the Census. “This is the first time we have approached organisations and prominent 
individuals to support the Census and we've been met with an overwhelming response,” Mr 
Trewin said.

Business Council of Australia Chief Executive Katie Lahey said that without a precise snapshot of 
Australia's population it was difficult to predict future requirements and opportunities. “When filling 
out your Census form, think about how clear and accurate information will assist in planning for 
our future," Ms Lahey said.
